Money Under New System 
T he president of one of the larg est trust com­ 
panies in the east, talking of the new currency sys­ 
tem, s a i d : 
“The mountains which people are raising, with ref­ 
erence to the operation of the Federal Reserve act, 
are very far in the distance. 
T h ere will be no 
scarcity of money, and no less money even for Stock 
E xchange purposes. 
The only difference '' ill be that 
m oney of the Federal Reserve Hanks will not be so 
liquid. 
Stock E x c h a n g e houses "ill have to go into 
the m arket and bid for their money. 
In this way, 
instead of getting cal! money at the very lowest 
rate, they will probablj have to m a k e short loans— 
say of two weeks. 
“ I have not been consulted and do not know any­ 
thing of a proposed big independent bank, but my 
opinion is that no such thing is in contemplation, 
i 
w ant to emphasize again 
in this connection, that 
under the operation of the Federal R eserve act there 
will be plenty of money for all legitim ate purposes, 
including Stock Exchange needs. 
“All our bankers, or any other reasonable person, 
has to do, is to refer to London. 
No strong bank in 
London would think ot going to the Hank of England 
for rediscount. That would be an adm ission of weak­ 
ness. 
W hen any London bank w ants to raise money 
by rediscount, the bankers go into the open market 
and can always obtain there all the money they r e ­ 
quire. 
Operations of tin Federal R eserve act in this 
country will he somewhat similar.” 


Two First Rank Events 
Sir Felix Schuster, governor of the Union of Lon­ 
don and Smith's Hank, London, in his review of the 
financial and trade outlook, declares th at the most 
im portant events in 1913 in tin* com m ercial world 
w ere the passage by the Congress of the United 
S tates of the tariff act and the F ederal reserve act. 
He said. 
“ Both measures must 
have 
fa rre a c h in g 
eons*- 
quinces, for both have made the United States a 
more formidable competitor than ev er before, not 
only as regards international com m erce, hut as re 
g ards London's position as the c en ter of international 
hanking. 
I have no doubt com m erce will be stimu­ 
lated by these enactments and Great B ritain's trade 
with the United States will be increased, to the ad­ 
v antage of both nations, 
“If, as appears probable, tho differences between 
tile United States government and th e large trading 
corporations which have been w eighing so heavily 
on enterprise for some years past, can be adjusted 
in an equitable manner, a new e ra of progress aud 
developm ent seems to be in sto re for the United 
S tates, which cannot fail t** Im* of vast importance t o 
British m arkets 
and 
to 
the

of 
Europe." 


Michigan’s Blue Sky Law Void 
Tile Michigan blue sky law, which became effective 
Decem ber 15, 1915, and under which the State was 
given power to hold up sales of bonds for thirty 
days, has been declared unconstitutional in a de­ 
cision handed down by the Federal Court sitting at 
Detroit. 
The decision is very sweeping. 
The court 
in rendering its opinion said it is an ac t beyond tho 
police power of the Si ate, is iii violation of inter­ 
sta te commerce arid does not come within the* due 
process of law provision of the United Slates consti­ 
tution.

Earnings for the last q u arter of 1913 aggregated 
$25,508,568, w ith total earnings of $23,036,349 and net 
income of $17,263,625.

earnings, $38,450,400 total earnings and $2!*.622,186 
net income in the preceding quarter. 
In tho final 
q uarter of 1912 earnings amounted to $37,726,312,

In addition to 
the track contest, the Association has 
arranged for an Interscholastic tennis 
tourney of a 
sim ilar 
nature, 
and 
raquet-wielders who e n te r tile tourna­ 
m ent will be governed by the same 
eligibility rules as prevail in the track 
and field meet. 
Letters explaining the nature and 
advantages of the m eet have been sent 
to the principals of the most of the 
high schools in 
California, 
Oregon, 
Idaho, W ashington. Utah. Arizona, and 
Nevada, inviting the schools iii their 
charge to en te r tho competition. From 
the wholesome influence which 
this 
institution h a s ' exerted upon the a th ­ 
letic Ideals of w estern high schools, 
and taking into consideration the large 
entry of last year and the added fea­ 
tures which will distinguish the event 
this spring, it is expected that a rec­ 
ord num ber of co n testan ts will signify 
their intention of participating in tho 
meet.

A single application, if accept­ 
ed, insures p erm anent m em bership iii 
the association. 
Last year 
tile 
Stanford 
Student 
Body assumed tile responsibility 
of 
financing the meet. 
Economical man­ 
agement by tile board of governors 
has cut the expenses to a minimum, 
and it is one of tin* chiel duties of the 
hoard to present to the student body 
a yearly budget covering the financial 
obligations incurred in conducting the 
meet. N otw ithstanding the careful ad ­
